ing her. 

Before taking carbolic acid in a room- 
ing house at 2734 Olive street, Thursday 
night, Mrs. Laver had a quarrel over 
the telephone with another woman she 
accused of being a friend of her im- 


prisoned husband. She died at the City 
Hospital without regaining consclous- 
ness. 

Leaves Note fer Husband. 

Mrs. Lauer left the following note for 
her husband: 

“Good-by, Joe, I've done all that I 
could. So don’t blame me. See if the 
ones that were to blame will do any- 
thing for you. She ceftainly did not for 
me. LOLLIE.” 

The last sentence of the note was 
heavily underscored and apparently re- 
ferred to the other woman. 

Mrs. Laver was the divorced wife of 
Robert S. McDonald, St. Louis attorney 
and former noted athlete. MacDonald 
obtained the divorce four years ago, 
but by agreement gave her $7000 ali- 
mony. She also inherited $25,000 from 
her father’s estate and two months ago 
she received $800 as first payment on a 
bequest from her mother. 

Spent $32,509 in Four Years, 

‘In the last four years she spent $32,300, 
Ne money was found among her effects 
and persons at the rooming house say 
that a short time before she took poison 
she teld them she was,penniiess. She 
spent incredible sums for taxicab 
rides, her passion for which amounted 
almost te a mania. 

Her usual tip to a chauffeur was a 
$19 bill and frequently, at summer gar- 
dens and restaurants, she would hand 
a $20 bill to the orchestra leader, with 
a-request to play a certain tune. 

Mrs.. Lauer first, met Joseph Lauer 
last May when she rode home in his 
taxicab, after dining at a restaurant 
on Vandeventer avenue near Olive 
street. She then lived at 612 North Tay- 
ior avenue. Although she was 42 years 
old and Lauer was.only 23, it was a 
case of love at first sight, according 
to the story told later in police court. 

Auto as Wedding Present. 

Every night for three weeks she rode 
in Laver'’s taxicab and at the end of 
that period they were married. As a 
wedding gift the brige gave a $6000 au- 
tomobile to Lauer. 

Since Lauer went to the workhouse 
Mrs. Lauer has. visited him’ several 
times. 

Mrs. Hazel Cromer, proprietor of the 
rooming house, said Friday that Mrs. 
Lauer last visited her husband Wednes- 
day and came home angry, saying 
that another woman was trying obtain 
Lauer’s release.

Crashes Into Rear Pullman of 
Another at Station. 








ENGINE DRIVER IS BLAMED 





Superintendent Declares Man Re- 
sponsible Disobeyed Signals— 
With Company 4o Years.

BATAVIA, N. ¥., Jan. 13—Four pas- 
sengers, probably asleep in thelr berths 
aboard the New York Central Rail- 
road's Boston and Buffalo westbound 
train, were killed as that train stood 
at the Batavia station early today. Two 
others were fatally injured and the con- 
dition of eight is more or less serious. 

The engine of train No. 23, the New 
York Central’s western express, struck 
the rear of train No. 49, the Boston and 
Buffalo express, with such force that 
the rear car of train 49, a sleeper, crum- 
bled before the impact. The engine was 
reduced to wreckage, beneath which the 
four dead were found. Identification 
was impossible. 

The dead are: 

Man, 60 years old, probably Cassius C. 
Perrin, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Masonic charm 
found beneath his body. 

Man, 30, smooth face, plain gold band 
ring, the word “Engagement” engraved 
inside.

Free Bridge a Highway. 

Attorney Charles, in his Union Club 
speech, explained that the Free Bridge 
is a public highway and not a public 
utility, and does not come under the 


provision of the charter granting the 
city the right to issue bonds upon the 
properties and earning powers of public 
utility plants. He pointed out a pro- 
vision in the charter prohibiting the 
sale of the waterworks under any con- 

tions, and also another provision re 
quiring that the earnings of the water- 
works must always be sufficient to pay 
the interest on and provide a sinking 
fund for the redemption of the water- 
works bonds.

Lawyer Declares Bigamist Was 
Condemned Without Due Pro- 
cess of the Law. 





Fred W. Thompson, attorney for 
Charles R. Drummond, confessed big- 
amist, filed a motion in Judge Wurde- 
mann’s division of the Clayton Circuit 
Court Friday to have the revocation of 
Drummond's parole set aside. 

Seven reasons are urged in support 
of the motion. They are: 

That the order of revocation was not 
on the Court’s own motion or on facts 
known to the Court. 


That it was on the motion of the | 


Prosecuting Attorney, without notice 
having been given to the defendant. 

That it was supported only by the 
affidavit of the Prosecuting Attorney, 
based only on information and belief 
and not on personal knowledge. 

That the motion did not state suffici- 
ent facts to warrant revocation. 

That the Court heard no evidence. 
Action Called Unoonstitutional. 
That final judgment was entered at 
the September term of court and fully 
satisfied, and that the proceeding to 
vacate the action was not begun until 

after the close of the term. 

That the proceeding is in distuttein 
of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States and 
section 30 of article 2 of the Constitu- 
tion of Missouri, in that it tends to 
deprive the defendant of his liberty 
without due process of law. — 

When Drummond pleaded guilty to a 
bigamous marriage with Miss Charlotte 
Vincent he was fined $600 and sen- 
tenced to six months in jail, but pa- 
roled from the jail sentence on his 
promise to remain sober and lead a 
moral life. 

The parole was revoked, on the mo- 
tion of Prosecuting Attorney Millis, who 
represented to Judge .Vurdemann that 
Drummond had violated the parole by 
eloping to New York with Miss Agnes 
McClanahan, a stenographer.

Attracts Teacher; She Advises 
Children to Buy. 





' Miss Kate B. O'Neil, principal of the 
Riddick School, will ask postoffice in- 
spectors to find out what has become 
of $49.20 which she sent for herself and 
a large number of her pupils to a New 
York publishing concern for attractive 
books, offered at the remarkably low 
price of 2 cents a copy. She has never 
received the books. 

She has also notified the pupils that 
she will return to them, out of her own 
pocket, the money sent through her for 
the books, which she advised the chil- 
dren to order. 


Miss O’Neil received a letter Nov. 1 
from the New York Booklet and Nov- 
elty Publishing Co., stating that by a 
new printing and binding process the 
firm was able to turn out and sell at 2 
cents each handsome copies of stand. 
ard works much read by school chil- 
dren, such as “Evangeline,” ‘“Hia- 
watha”’ and “The Deserted Village."’ 

Sample copies accompanied the let- 
ter. The booklets look like those which 
ordinarily sell for 25 cents or more, and 
at 2 cents each they impressed the 
principal as a great bargain. 

2460 Copies Ordered. 

She called the attention of other 
teachers and of various pupils to them. 
The children told their parents, and 
the pennies began pouring in. When 
Miss O’Neil was ready to send her or- 
der, it amounted to $49.20, the price of 
2460 copies of the books. 

Miss O'Neil sent the amount to the 
company by postal money order.

betrayed her under promise of regard- 
ing her as his daughter. 
‘One of the letters Wood identified as 
having been written by him to Mrs. 
Turnbull from -San- Franciseo,- Jan: 12, 
1898, spoke of the faint hope that she 
had that Baldwin would marry her and 
legitimatize her expected child. 

Letter Threatens Suit, 

This letter, introduced on behalf of 
the estate, says in part: “Lucky Bald- 
win is mighty stingy where women are 
concerned, everyone says, and if he 
thought he could divorce his wife, who 
really is no wife at all.

Altheugh he remained in hiding, he 
was in easy earshot of the questions

declined to answer. 
Wife Is Disturbed. 

His wife, in a semi-hysterical condi- 
tion, seemed on the point ef being un- 
able to continue the deception much 
longer when Mr. Wiswell, her father, in- 
sisted that she go below, too. 

“Mrs. Hyde, will you please tell the 
chamberlain that I want te see him,” 
said the reporter. 

Visibly embarrassed, she replied: “Mr. 
Hyde? Why, he’s not aboard.’’ ' 

At this moment one of the port holes 
forward was stealthily opened, and the 
correspondent, speaking toward it; -said: 

“The World wants to know why Hyde 
is running away. Why he did not testi- 
fy before the legislative committee re- 
garding the racetraek Wibery fund, 
when it was common gossip that he had 
represented the Brighton Beach Asso-

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TO. VACATE STREETS. 
A question concerning the power to vacate 


‘| streets under the new charter has arisen. A 


writer in a morning newspaper suggests that 
through the clause empowering the Board of 
Public Improvements to “grant permits for the 
private use of streets not inconsistent with the 
public use,” the board might on its own author- 
ity give the Terminal Association the Ranken 
tract franchise. 

We cannot find in this clause any foundation 
for the opinion that the board is empowered 
to grant a franchise or vacate a street for the 
use of a public service corporation for public or 
quasi-public service. The vacation of a street 
or the grant of its use for railroad tracks would 
not be for “a private use not inconsistent with 
its public use.” Moreover, the permits the char- 
ter authorizes the Board to issue are valid only 
with the consent of the Council. They are tem- 
porary and can be revoked at any time. The 
clause ig designed to cover only permits for 
minor privileges. But the charter is clear on 
the subject of street vacation. 

Section 8 of article 8, enumerating powers of 
the Council, reads: 

To establish, open, VACATE, alter, widen, 
extend grade, improve, repair, construct, re- 
construct and maintain, light, clean and 
sprinkle, all streets, avenues, boulevards, 


sidewalks, alleys, viaducts, subways, tunnels, 
sewers and drains; and TO REGULATE THE 


USE THEREOF. 
But the writer in question has so little faith 


in his own suggestion that he attempts to 
strengthen it by quoting the opinion of city of- 
ficials to the effect that a “general enabling or- 
dinance, not referring specifically to any street 
or streets, could make this power (the board’s) 
operative.” 

We believe the courts have held uniformly that 
a Legislature cannot delegate the legislative 
power vested in it by constitutional law. But 
assuming that it could, the Council elected un- 
der the new charter would have to abrogate 
its power and confer it upon the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, The charter would not be 
at fault, but the’ Council. Any fool Council 
could do the same under any charter. 

To assume that a Council would do this, it is 
necessary first to assume that the people could 
elect Councilmen without either intelligence or 
conscience. -But there is no doubt that the new 
charter places the power to vacate streets in 
the hands of the Council. 
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The Republican Governor of Missouri has 
recommended to the Democratic Legislature that 
it approve the amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution providing for an income tax. It is not 
surprising that Gov. Hadley should recommend it, 
but it wouhi be surprising if the Democrats 
should refuse to act on his advice. Missouri’s 
name should be speedily added to the list of 
States which have approved the amendment, both 
for the force the example will have and because 
the income tax meets the wishes of a vast ma- 
jority of the people of this State. 

WHO CAN SPELL? 

Charged with inability to spell, the young 
women of Wellesley College have received a con- 
soling letter from Andrew Carnegie, who is a 
member of the Simplified Spelling Board, and 
can’t spell, either. Mr. Carnegie compliments 
them on their independence of conventional 
forms and .orthographical tenets. In doing so 
he may be out of sympathy with the Simplified 
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Spelling Board, which seeks to subséitute for 


old arbitrary forms new forms equally arbitrary, 
but he certainly is for as much freedom in spell- 
ing as comports with intelligibility. 

Mr. ‘Carnegie is right, of course. Why should 
a people already free and constantly seeking new 
accessions to their freedom, submit to the ortho- 
graphic shackles: imposed by lexicographers, or- 
thographers, orthoepists and Simplified Spellers, 
who are constantly struggling to set new fash- 
ions in words? Why not let them fight it out? 
It is their quarrel. 

The Standard Dictionary has an appendix in 
which are classified nearly one thousand disputed 
sfellings. This admirable thesaurus of difficult 
and useless information has also this prefatory 
remark: 

Whenever it has been found practicable an 
advanced st has been taken toward the 
only scientific spelling, the phonetic. . When 
two ways of spelling the same word are 
uged by recognized authorities, preference 
has been given usually to the simpler form. 
Weight has been accorded to the phonetic 
canon. Write as you speak. That there is a 
drift, conservative yet real, toward the sim-, 
pler forms ‘of spelling has been recegnized 
throughout the work. 

This makes it plain that spelling is a shifting, 
evolutionizing, uncertain thing at best. Natural- 
ly, the Wellesley girls are timid about stepping 
in and straightening it out. They recognize the 
“drift, conservative yet real,” and are drifting. 
Besides, it is much easier and far less wearing 
to go on spelling by ear.

In your “Letters From the People” column, to- 
day’s paper (Jan. 11), some one signifig himself 
“A New Yorker” deplores the absence of “Amer- 
ican” music in the program of our Symphony or- 
chestra. Being an American and a musician—that 
is enough of a musician to make a living by fol- 
lowing it—I would like to understand what Mr. 
New Yorker’s idea of “American” music is. In all 
the investigation I have been able to make of this 
branch of art I have never discovered any par- 
ticular style which could be called American. The 
only thing which has originated in this country 
in the musical line is the varying of the march 
or “quickstep” movement of other countries, which 
has been “hashed” into various forms and called 
“Rag,” “Intermezzo,” “Two-Step,” “March,” ete. 
The movement was not improved but was cheap- 
ened down to a form popular among people devoid 
of any appreciation of real music. In truth, 
though being as strongly “American” as any one 
who, like myself, was born here of American 
descent ag far back as I have investigated, I real- 
ize that as a music-producing country we are 
wholly lacking. 

Mr. Zach, before he came to St. Loujs, was with 
one of the best orchestras ever in this country, the 
Boston Symphony,” and as a musician he is in the 
top class. The programs he sets forth are. un- 
doubtedly the best that his judgment gives him, 
but Avhen there is no music produced in America 
do not expect him to produce “American” music. 
The St. Louis Symphony is a musical organization 
and not a minstrel show nor a song-and-dance 
outfit. All to their glory that they reproduce good 
“stuff’ for us to better ourselves with. 

Mr. New Yorker has undoubtedly “overlooked 
a bet” in coming out here to make a complaint, 
as in his home city there are several high class 
musical organizations which I do not think have 
ever been “guilty” of producing “American” music. 
Give us more Austrian, German, Russian, French 
music. Perhaps some day America will produce 
a school of music to vie with the rest. Until then 
we much accept others’ products.

“The Night Watch” Damaged at 
Rotterdam but It Will Be

ROTTERDAM, Jan. 13.—Rembrandt’s 
most farhous picture, “The Night 
Watch,” was badly damaged today by a 
discharged naval cook named Sigrist, 
who entered the Rijks Museum and with 
a knife deliberately slashed the master- 
piece. : 

Sigrist, who was arrested, declared 
that his vandalism was an act of ven- 
geance against the State because of his 
discharge from the navy.

Morris hammered Tim Hurley to the 
floor unconscious in three rounds at 
Muskogee and at Sapulpa, where he 
stopped Hart, he put a burly fellow 
named Battlirfg Britt to sleep with a 
few terrific punches. .

When Morris first distinguished him- 
self by whipping a. huge Indian known 
as Euchre Joe after the redskin had 
routed’ the’ éntire police force of Sa- 
pulpa, he was at once hailed by his 
fellow trainmen of the Frisco road as 
“a fighter of great hope.” Morris, as 
soon as he learned that: Jeffries had 
been whipped by Johnson, asked for 
and received a year’s leave of absence 
without ‘losing his standing in the line 
of promotion by the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, of which he is 
a member. When he began training 
every railroad. man working out of Sa- 
pulpa became @ Morris booster, so that 
the giant was soon heard of throughout 
the State.

I’ve been lucky 
enough to fight men that have come to 
me. That’s what I like. But I don’t 
know what I would do if I had to get 
after a man who was strictly on the 
defensive. That is the one thing I've 
got to learn if I’m going to be success- 
ful.

But He Actually Believed His

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Robert Cald- 


well, the ‘great American affidavit 
maker,” who figured as the principal 
witness in the famous Druce will case 


in England, is dead here, after an ill- 
ness of more than two years. 

He died in the city ins*ne asylum on 
Ward's Island, to which he was admit- 
ted in 1909, suffering from an undefined 
mental and physical disease which many 
months ago left him a complete wreck, 
without hope of recovery. | 

Caldwell will rank in history as the 
most remarkable figure in one of the 
greatest legal fights ever waged in the 
Ienglish courts. Born in Ireland in 1834 
of parentage which “e declined to dis- 
cuss, he went to London when 19 years 
old, and, according to Lig own story, 
was for a time secretary to the Duke of 
Portiand, an eccentric nobleman. 

Charged Will Was Forged. 

He came to New York in 1887 and ob- 
tained employment with A. T. Stewart, 
the great dry goods merchant. His con- 
nection with Stewart brought him more 
publicity in. after life, when he made 
affidavits setting forth that the body 
of Stewart had been stolen by ghouls, 
and also charging that Stewart's will 
had been forged for the benefit of cer- 
tain devisees. 

According to the allenists who have 
been studying Caldwell’s mental ec- 
centricities at Ward's Island for the 
past two years, he was affected with a 


“twist of the brain, which made him 


veritably a second Baron Munchausen. 
differing only from that celebrated char- 
acter In that he believed all the fictions 
of his brair, strange and impossible 
though they were. He was queer in 
many respects; but painfully punctillous 
and truthful in the ordinary matters of 


. life. 


Caldwell’s last appearance in public 
was in December, 19097. He had just 
béen completely discredited at the last 
renewal} of the Druce case in London 


| When the British authorities were argu- 


ing among themselves as*to what steps 
_jo take against him, ‘Caldwell slipped 


“away from London and arrived unex- 


pectediy in New York City on Dec. 22. 
He was arrested imimediately on a war- 
rant sworn o. ‘by the British Consu', 
charging him with willful perjury in 
the Druce case, but on account of his 
broken physical condition the authori- 


tion and after various vicissitudes he 
was admitted to the Ward's Island 
Asylum 

Appearance in Druce Case. 

The story of the last Druce trial 1s 
still fresh in the public mind. It was 
early in 1907 that . George Hollamby 
Druce, a grandson of Thomas Charles 
Pruce, formerly owner. of a bazar in 
Baker street, London, began an action 
to oust Lord Howard de Walden from 
the property which, his. father. had, in- 
herited from the ’fifth Duke of Port- 
land, through the supposed failure of a 
direct line. 4.2 

The Duke died in 1864, when Caldwell 
was in London, and this fact, it ap- 
pears, was responsible for the appear- 
ance of Caldweli in the suit as a wit- 
Nese, 

Ip this action Herbert Druce, a rela- 
tive of the claimant, testified that he

that he saw the body in the coff'n. 
George Hotlamby Druce’ thereupon 
“nueed the arrest of his kinsman for
